Tbe ancient Egyptians also propound 
ed riddles, and one of tbe seven wise 
men of Greece, who lived in tbe sixth 
century B. CL was celebrated for his 
riddles In verse, lloiner. tbe Greek 
poet, according to a statement In Plu 
turch. died of vexation nt not being 
able 40 solve a riddle.
